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Registration fees rise

for fourth term in a row 


Students registering this week for the 
spring semester will notice a raise in the 
total registration fees for those students 
who are taking 12 units and over an’ a 
decrease in total fees for those wh» are 
taking under 12 units 

According to Stanley Pretzer, 
Sacramento State College Business 
Manager, the fees, set by the California 
Board of Trustees, have been raised 
because the state is experiencing 4 
financial deficit and cannot meet 
education costs without more financial 
help from the student. The Board also 
explained that students in other parts of 
the country pay more of the cost of their 
education than California students do 

The registration fees were broken up 
into different unit sections in order io 
make it more fair for the part time 


students taking under 12 units. Part time 
students who were required to pay $66 
total registration fees for 6 units and 
under during the fall semeste: will pay 
$51 to $65 during the spring semester 
according to the number of units they are 
taking. Students taking between 6 and 12 
units will pay $65 to $70 in the spring 
semester as compared to the overall fee of 
$75 during the fall semester for over 6 
units. The increase in total fees has 
affected the full time student taking 12 
units or more the most. They will pay 
$80 this spring, which is $5 more than 
during the fall 

The raise in registration fees will further 
affect foreign students attending 
California State Colleges whose present 
tuition rate has been increased by 125% 
by the Board since last spring Under the 


Board's new ruling, international students 
now enrolled at SSC will continue to pay 
$300 for the spring semester, while 
continuing graduate students and foreign 
students newly enrolled for the spring 
semester will have to pay $550 tuition for 
each semester 

The Board of Trustees has no legal limit 
on the raising of the material and service 
fees for state college students. This raising 
of fees and the tuition raise in fees for 
international students will discourage 
them from taking part in California’s 
educationa! system. It will also discourage 
all fulltime students at SSC from taking 
part in a state college system whose 
purpose should be to offer inexpensive 
quality education to those California 
students who cannot afford to attend a 
university, in or out of state

Mastering the Draft i

Some young men have been studying the Army’s list of disqualifying 
medical and psychological defects in search of ailments whose only 
objective signs are symptoms which the examinee alone can relate. 
Bearing letters from their family physician or psychiatrist, these young 
men reveal back injuries, migraine headaches, allergies, or pschoses, etc., 
developed shortly before their preinduction physicals. With only the 
family doctor’s letter and the registrant’s own testimony to go on, the 
examining doctor will usually reject. 

One common ailment is listed by the Army as “character and 
behavior disorders as evidenced by. ..overt homosexuality or other 
forms of sexual deviant practices such as exhibitionism,transvestism, 
voyeurism, etc.”” Notice, the rejection is for overt homosexuality, e., a 
practicing homosexual not a state of mind 

In some cities, groups have organized and trained to become “overt 
homose>» uals” in order to convince skeptical private doctors or Armed 
Forced Entrance and Examining Station (AFEES) personnel. Other 
registrants have located helpful doctors through organizations such as 
the Medical Committee for Human Rights 

Will these young men be rejected? Under the law, AFEES examining 
doctors have no obligation to disqualify a registrant merely because he 
appears at this physical with a doctor’s letter stating that he is an overt 
homosexual. (Bear in mind that under Army § egulations, an examining 
doctor can choose to ignore letters from a psychologist, as distinguished 
from a full-fledged psychiatrist). The doctor may exercise his own 
judgment and decide the examinee is acceptable. He may follow the 
Army Regulations’ advice that “the more desirable time for evaluating ff 
the individual’s functional ability from a psychiatric standpoint is 
during his basic training period [i.e., in boot camp]}.” 

On the other hand, the examining doctor may follow an informal 
directive recently issued to examining doctors: ‘‘More credence should 
be given to diagnosis made under private physicians, especially in the 
area of psychiatry. If evidence is submitted which is disqualifying, then 
disqualify.” 

Is there any way for the examining doctor to know for certain if the 
examinee is faking? Our interviews revealed a divided opinion. Dr. 
Gabriel Kirschenbaum, the chief Medical Advisor for the New York 
City Selective Service System, noted that homosexuals who claim, for 
instance, to have engaged in anal intercourse should have developed 
physical traits which can be diagnosed by the experienced physician. 
These traits may include an enlarged rectum, anal fissures and fistulae, 
or “plague” (venereal warts in the anal canal). 

An AFEES doctor contended that he could spot a “faker” a mile 
away. He used various “shock” techniques. For example, he would 
begin his interview with the question: “When was the last time you got 
laid?” After an hour of this, he claimed, the “fakers’” would break 
down. 

Col. Pau! Akst, the State Director for New York City Selective 
Service, reported that the AFEES maintain lists of “helpful” doctors. 
When a letter is received from these doctors, it is disregarded. He 
indicated that if the AFEES received more than six letters from one 
doctor, he qualifies for the list. Finally, the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation sometimes helps out by sitting in on the training sessions 
for would-be homosexuals. It is worth bearing in mind that faking 
homosexuality to evade induction is a crime punishable by up to five 
years in prison and/or a $10,000 fine. 

In general, however, those doctors this reporter felt were being frank 
indicated that, in fact, there is no real way of knowing if an examinee is 
faking. As one AFEES doctor confessed: ‘‘If the kid knows what he’s 
doing, and doesn’t overdo it, hell probably be rejected. Our attitude is, 
if in doubt, reject.” 

The variety of opinions expressed by the examining doctors probably 
foretelisthe varying results examinees will face. A suspicious doctor Is 
likely to spot faking in an actual homosexual. Psychiatry is hardly an 
exact science. Thus, the very attractiveness of the undiagnosable 
ailment makes it difficult to question adverse findings.

nonetheless found acceptable. Does he have any recourse in the courts? 
The answer is no. The courts believe the right to reject belongs to the 
Armed Forces, for whose benefit the right exists. Abuse of this right is 
therefore, deemed to hurt the Armed Forces, not the registrant. Courts 
simply will not review the judgment of the Army’s examining doctors 

Though receiving a medical deferment on psychiatric grounds may 
not be very difficult, the deferment may come back to haunt the 
registrant later in his life. In the near future,

Pot-to-heroin issue

Several weeks ago I taught 4 
group of senior police officers in a 
special management course here at 
SSC, all the class members were 
lieutenants or captains in 
California police departments. As 
part of their class work, eleven of 
the men wrote a short paper on 
the topic, “Does Pot Lead to Hard 


hard-drug addiction are about one 
and a half in a thousand. On a 
Bauesian argument, if you know 
that he uses or has used pot, the 
hard-drug risk goes up to 
something like 90 in a thousand. 
The ratio increase in likelihood is 
on the order of 60 to 1, but the 
overall chance is still relatively 
sinall, less than | in ten.

Drug Usage””’ | assumed that most 
of the officers would take a 
hard-line positive answer on this 
question 

The results were surprising. Eight 
of the eleven papers took 
negative position: that is, they did 
not believe thet pot usage led to 
hard stuff. Three or four papers 
favored lighter sentences for 
simple possession of marujuana. 
About as many remarked that 
alcohol is a drug of much greater 
law-enforcement significance than 
is pot and a couple of papers said 
that marijuana usage was seldom 
involved in automobile accidents. 
Thus the law enforcement view on 
pot may not be as monolithic as 
many oelieve. Perhaps a sizeable 
fraction of policemen are inclined 
to be realistic and even lenient 
about its use. 

This pot-to-heroin issue is a good 
illustration of the slippery nature 
of ‘‘causality’’ 1m complex 
phenomena. If a statistical 
conception of causality 1s 
adopted, then causality becomes 4 
quantitative matter involving the 
conditional probabilities. Assume 
about 300,000 hard-drug addicts 
in the country—about 98% of 
these have used pot, thus of the 3 
million or so pot users, only about 
a tenth proceed to hard stuff. If 
you know nothing about an 
individual except that he or she is 
an American, the chances of 


issues as pot-to-hard-stuff never 
seem to be settled is that those 
who favor the activity favor the 
overall likelihood criterion, while 
those who oppose it adopt a 
onditional-probability approach.

A natural foods ‘Hi 


An exploration into the world of nature’s own foods

I've always loved milk. I grew up on a dairy farm where I could dip a 
ladle full of fresh, cold (33% degrees F.) raw milk out of our 300 
gallon bulk tank any time | was thirsty. Sometimes I reminisce about 
how nice it was out in the country, even though I didn’t fully 
appreciate it at the time. I wonder if I could trade my typewriter for a 
and a couple of acres? 

I remember the time that the county 
officials came around and found samples of 
our milk infested with mastitis, and we had 
to dump about 20 gallons. It was labeled 
“unfit for human consumption.” After that, 
I always figured that the State Department 
of Health and the Food and Drug 
Administration was some kind of 
father-protector figure. 

In “The Chemical Feast,” by James S. 
Turner, Ralph Nader points out that there 
has long been “an overwhelming dominant 
channel of distorted information from the 
food industry to the consumer.”’ This book 
is an expos? of processing and marketing 
practices which defraud consumers of 
of dollars yearly - practices which also promote malnutrition. 

A common misconception about milk is that pasteurization is an 
effective protection against dangerous infections. However, scientific 
investigation by Rogers and Frazier has shown that certain types of 
dangerous streptococci and other types of harmful bacteria actually

flourish at pasteurization temperatures. “‘The Journal of the A.M.A.” 
(Vol. 135, No. 1076, Dec. 1947) reports that “‘lactobacillus acidophilus 
germs commonly found in milk has usually been considered harmless, 
but the fatal cases reported may change this concept.” That report 
refers to four cases where people died as a result of lactic acid 
poisoning 

Also, in the afore-mentioned book, “The Chemical Feast,” the Public 
Health Report is quoted as saying, “Salmonella and staph are not the 
only disease-carrying organisms found in food. Poliomyelitus and 
infectious hepatitis have been caused by viruses contained in fluid milk, 
raw shellfish, cooked and cold cut meats, salads, frozen strawberries 
and reconstituted orange juice.” Pasteurization destroys the enzymes, 
particularly phosphatase in milk. Phosphatase is needed to facilitate the 
assimilation of calcium and other minerals in the digestive process. 
Phosphatase is also destroyed when flour is bleached white; and further 
eliminated by the chemical! calcium proprianate when it is used as a 
preservative in bread. 

According to Dr. Herman Bundeson, chief of the Chicago Health 
Department, calves fed on pasteurized milk rather than whole milk 
often died within one month, while none of them lived more than two 
months. He also reports of an experiment where baby chicks which 
were fed exclusively on white bread lived only one-half as long as the 
centro! group which was not given any food. 

The synthetic vitamin D added to the milk is an extremely potent 
drug. According to Bauer and Freyberg (“Journal of the A.M.A.,” 
130:1208), “Children have been fatally poisoned by the synthetic form 
when given in no greater amounts than recommended by the maker for 
the prevention of rickets.” Vitamin D is used to regulate the use of 
calcium and phosphorus in the body. Raw, unpasteurized milk is a good 
source of it, as are fish-oils and sunshine
